and that a policy of Full Ethploy- 
ment be rccognlzcd' as the corner- 
stone of the Canadian rehabilita- 
tion program.

Of Lewis Talk 
In Union Today 

Political Science Club

David Lewis, national secretary 
of the CCF. party, will arrive in 
Montreal from Ottawa this after- 
noon to address the Political Sci- 
ence Club in the Union Ballroom 
at 8.13 tonight. "Socialism and Free- 
dom" will be the subject of his 
address. 

Although he could not speak 
English when he came to Canada 
at lite age of twelve. Mr. Lewis ob- 
tained hi.s -Art.s iiiid Laws degrees 
at McGill University, graduating 
with great distinction. While at Mc- 
Gill, he was president of the Debat- 
ing Union and of the McGill labour 
Club (which was disbanded in 
1935). 

He was awarded a Rhodes Schol- 
arship and concluded his studies 
in England. While at Oxford Uni- 
versity, he was President of the Ox- 
ford Labour Club, and was also 
elected President of the Oxford 
Union— the equivalent of the Mc- 
Gill Students Society. He was the 
first and only Canadian to be so 
honoured. 

In 1937, Mr. Lewis was elected 
national secretary of the CCF. He 
is co-author with Frank Scott of 
tiic publication on CCF. policy— 
"Make This Your Canada." 

Today's meeting Is one of a scr- 
ies of the present campaign held 
by the Politteal Science Club to 
bring to McGill students various 
outstanding political figures.

States Its Views 
On- Women Doctors 



liitmsipnBy Females 
Into H/ledical Field 
Regarded Favourably 

This article appeared originally 
in the French language Le Carabin 
of Laval University. This summary 
gives a sidelight on French- 
Canadian ideas on Women at Uni- 
versity, with particular reference 
to Medical students. 

"We must admit the fact that the 
foolish ambition to place herself in 
rivalry to men is far from a 
woman's mind. She now seeks to 
cooperate with him on an intellec- 
tual plane and to help him in bit 
life's work./ . 

"Like all students, she has not 
the right to be a 'dilettante' in her 
studies or to work only for her per- 
sonal culture. The young woman 
who Is conKious of her influence 
and her responsibilities towards 
society should turn to professional 
fields where she wilt do good, yet 
safeguard her charm and femin- 
inity. 

"Should a girl choose to conse- 
crate herself to medicine, what are 
your objections? I( one day she 
must choose between a husband 
and medicine and manages to com- 
bine the two, you can only con- 
gratulate her on her good choice. 
Would you be scandalized if the 
woman doctor instead of spending 
boring hours in the stores and the 
movies, wants to spend some time 
relieving human suffering? 

"The alarming proportion of un- 
happy marriages in the professions, 
particularly the medical profession, 
could easily be due to the fact that 
the man at home does not find the 
sympathy and encouragement which 
can only come with a knowledge 
and understanding of his work. Wo 
believe that a woman doctor would 
be most likely to marry a doctor. 

"The love of money is not a fac- 
tor in a woman's choice of a pro 
fcssion. M^ny men think of a car 
ccr as a means to make money 
surely and quickly, and judge the 
woman as cutting across their ego 
and their ambitions. 

"To be happy, one must live in 
tensiveiy, and it is for a richer and 
more iruitful_ life that you find 
Univerâity.",

In a special ,! itatemcnt to 'ine 
Dally last^îjighîi^CIaj-ton .Thompson 
said that he was resigning owing 
to pressure of work. 

Circumstances particular to Daw. 
son, he indicated, make the amount 
of work involved In the position 
of President of the Students' So- 
ciety so great that it Is impossible 
to study adequately. 

It is not expected that a general 
camtius election will be held to 
fill the now vacant presidency im- 
mediately.. An election had been 
planned for February so that the 
Council whicli would be chosen at 
that time would be able to carry on 
through the summer term.

St. Johns, Que., Jan, 17.— (Special 
to The Daily) — Dawson College 
President Clayton Thompson and 
Engineering President Edward dc 
Jean have resigned from their posi- 
tions, and they will be succeeded 
by Peter G. HadriU, it was revealed 
last night. 

The vice-presidency post vacated 
by Hadrill will be left vacant at 
present. The new president, for- 
merly the Engineers' representative 
on the student ruling body, :frved 
for over three and one-half years 
in the armed forces, prior to which 
he attended Lower Canada College 
and McGill University, '.'her- two 
latest resignations mark the disso- 
lution of the original council 
elected in October, Ward Smyth, 
B.Sc. 1 president, having tendered 
his resignation in December. The 
preisure caused by their studies 
was given as the reason for ail 
three resignations. 

The new council lias announced 
that a general campus election will 
be held in mid February so that 
new students who arrived in Jan 
uary might have an opportunity to 
select their own representatives. 
The purchase of two 16 mm. mov 
ing picture projectors by the coun- 
cil, was also revealed. It is hoped 
by the group that films will be dis 
played at the college uhor'tly. 

Former President Thompson, dur- 
ing his three month tenure of of- 
fice, was responsible for the organ 
ization of many campus functions.

New Set Of Rules 
Cover Every Phase 
Of Campus Activities

The inmates of Dawson College 

have been treated, by the Vice 
Principal's office to a new set of 
reading material. The riot act has 
been read, and a five-page mimeo- 
graphed set of rules and regula- 
tions were yesterday made avail- 
able- under the title of "Notes and 
Instructions". The rules and regu- 
lations, wittily referred to by an 
ex-flyer now serving his seîitencc 
of e.xilc at Dawson as "Station 
Standing Orders", are divided into 
seven sections of 6-8 rules each. 
The seven sections, "Administration 
and General", "Fire and Other 
Hazards", "Sleeping Quarters", 
"Dining Hair', "Academic", and 
"Campus Facilities" deal with al- 
most every aspect of campus life 
imaginable. 

The new set of laws begins with 
a short foreword by Vice-Principal 
Gillson extolling the advantages of 
a resident university, and explain- 
ing the need f&r the rules. Then 
follow the "Administraiion" section 
of the pamphlet, including the 
office hours of the administration 
offices, a statement of parts of the 
campus "out-of-bounds", and var 
lous regulations regarding the use 
of fire extinguishers for water 
fights, the use of beverages, other 
than water, and the conduct of stu 
dents in the fair city of St. Johns, 
Que.

Principal Declares Appointment 
Of James Wilson as Governor 



The appointment of James Wil- 
son, president of Shawlnigan 
Water and Power Company, as a 
governor of McGill University, was 
announced yesterday by Dr. James 
following a meeting of the Board 
of 'Governors. Ho has been named 
to fill the vacancy caused last Nov- 
ember by the death of Dr. S. G. 
Biaylock, at the time chairman and 
past president of the Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Company of 
Canada Limited. 

Mr. Wilson was born in Scotland 
and educated at the Crichton 
School, Sanquhar. He first entered 
the banking business and worked 
six years with the Royal Bank of 
Scotland in Sanquhar, later trans- 
ferring to the Mercantile Bank of 
India in London. 

He came to' Canada In 1902 and 
was associated with .Drummond 
McCail and Company here in Mont 
real. In 1011, he became chief ac- 
countant for the Shawinigan Water 
and Power Company. From this 
position he progressed to the office 
of secretary, director, and in 103.3, 
that of vice-president of the firm. 
Four years later, he became gen- 
eral manager and director, and in 
1839 succeeded the late Julien A. 
Smith to the office of president, 

Mr. Wilson is president of sev- 
eral Quebec Power firms including

In addition ho is près 
ident of United Securities Limited, 
a fellow of the Chartered Institute

For many hundreds of years that con- 
tinent has changed and devulojied under (lie 
îjrcalcst possible intellectual and political stress 
and has thus attained a state of maturity (o 
which Canada can not possibly measure up to. 
Moreover, many national ;;r(iups have lived in 
Europe under (lie constant jiressure of political 
conflict, thus producing, of necessity, many 
aspects of n national culture. 

With growing horror and disappointment 
Canada's "national salesman" looks about him, 
and finds his countrj- without a national cul- 
ture of any kind; all lie sees is a vast mass of 
land obstructed by a difficult climate and hamp- 
ered by a national inferiority complex. How is 
he to show that (his country is a nation when he 
is unable to find any plausible intellectual pegs 
whereupon (o lian-; his argunien(s? Mayhc, he 
begins to think, this is all wrong, niaylic this 
coimtry has not reached nationhood and is 
merely vast and empty. Wc venture to «ay that 
he would be wrong in Ihinkiii}; <w\\ tiiouchls.

Rather it 
flrcsscs the strengthening of family ties, the pro- 
motion of good citizenship, the Increase of recrea- 
tional facilities for youth and the general betterment 
of environment. 

More specifically, it deals with family wclfnrc, 
child care, character-buildinE. and health. Trained 
personnel handle the four main types of work. With

the Idea in mind that Rood citizenship begin."; in (he 
home, the Amalgamuted Charities concentrates on 
keeping families together, in helping them to live 
and grow in harmony. 

In addition, the group's services include the 
placing of children in foster homes, caring for chil- 
dren of working mothers, the training of adolescents 
and the assisting of unmarried mothers. Guidance 
and protective care arc provided for neglected, de- 
pendent or delinquent children. 

A . great emphasis is placed upon the proper 
training of youth, and an effort Is made to place the 
best recreational facilities at their disposal— to give 
them informal education and recreation. Here is 
where the Amalgamated Charities has at its com- 
mand a great force in the fight against Juvenile 
delinquency. 

Through their cervices, loo, the sictc, infirm and 
attlictcd arc given treatment or arc cared for. The 
aped arc placed in rest hnmcs. .ind the sicl< are 
Ircatcd no matter what the disca^^c. 

We at McGill can sho\V our understanding of the 
value of the service done by the Amalgamated 
Charities, by giving generously in the forthcoming 
campaign. By so giving wc can help insure the con- 
tinuation of the good work.

LA COMTESSE DE PANGE

"What's the correct procedure 
for meeting « Countess?"- was the 
question foremost in my mind as 
I .«^Innd 111 the lobby of tlic Itllz 
Carlton wailing to interview Coun- 
tess Jciin de P.mtjc. Still pondering 
over ihLs I dropped the telephone 
receiver three limes in Ihe process 
of phoning her room, "Come right 
up," she told mc. "It's very warm 
and comfortable hero and. wc shnll 
have our talk." 

This first rL'in:irk wiis clKiiMctcr 
Islic of the entire interview. It 
would be hard lo meet a more 
friendly and sympathetic person 
than Countess Ic Pangc and her 
quick smile nnd charming manner 
l)ut me completely at case. 

"Now, what can I tell you?" she 
asked, shaking my hand cnthtislas- 
tlcally and waving me to a* chair. 
"I've Just come from Wcllesley — 
that's a lovely college. I was there 
for a week and I would have liked 
to stay two or three weeks. Every- 
one was fo very nice. It has been 
iny dream lo come back lo the 
United Stales since wc were here 
in 1031. My brother was head of 
the French branch of the Cincin- 
nati Society and wc were invited 
to the Yorktown celcbriition be- 
cause one of our ancestors fought 
in the nevoiulionnry war. You 
know— Lafayette?" 

Rather ovcrhelmcd lo discover 
the Countess was not only a great- 
granddaughter of Madame dc Staei 
but also related to Lafayette, I 
asked if she would tell mc a little 
of the family history. 

The Droglie family came from 
Italy at the lime of Mazarin and, 
already famous, they further dis- 
tinguished themselves as. soldiers, 
diplomats and ministers of France. 
"In each generation there have 
been at least two or three great 
men," the Countess told inc. Three 
were marechals of France, her fath- 
er and great-grnndfalher were 
prime ministers and ambaissadors 
and Iho latter married Madame de 
Staei. For the last thirty or forty 
years they have not had much to do 
with French politics and have in- 
stead directed Ihcir efforts towards 
science and lltcranirc. Hotli of the 
Countess' brothers are members of 



the .Academic Française and Ihe 
Academic des Sciences and tlie 
younger won Ihe Nobel prize. 

The Comitcs.s was started on her 
literary career from the e.\ample 
of Madame de Slael. She wrote 
novels and stories while very 
young but the family discouraged 
her literary ambitions as improper 
for )i girl of her class. After she 
married, her liiisbaiid, Count Jean 
(le Pangr, cticoiirngcd her to do 
somethinf! serions with wiitiny. 
"The first thing he told nic was 
that I didn't have enough educa- 
tion," she said, "and so I went back 
to school. Later, when I wanted to 
lecture and travel. 1 went hack 
ag.Tln. and got niy decree at the 
Sorbonnc." 

Her fir.sl book »'a.s publi.-^hed in 
1921 and dealt with the Abatlan 
question. It came out in serial 
form in "La Revue dc Deux 
Mondes" and immediately estab- 
lished her reputation a.s an auth- 
ore.^,'--. She wrote several other 
novels and then, after looking 
through Ihe family papers and 
archives, decided lo write sludiw 
in literature, and began a series of 
works on Madame dc Stacl which 
won her a doctorate at the Sor- 
bonnc. "My husband alwjiy.s help- 
ed me." she said. "Every year wo 
both had a bonk— bot ii <if u.--. ' 

Count Jean dc Pangc himself is 
a historian and for a time was oc- 
cupied with work in the League of 
Nations. Subsequently both the 
Countess and her husband worked 
agaÏTwt the Nazis and devoted 
tliemselves to helping German 
friends in their escape from that 
country. With the beginning of 
the war, the Countess and her 
htisband moved to Paris and they 
remained there . until after the 
liberation. 

The Countess wa.s very cnthusl- 
a.stic about .McGill. and plan.s to 
send her eldest son here to study. 
Her talk today, in Room 20 of the 
Art£ Building at 12 a.m. will deal 
with "Defense dc L'cspiril sous 
L'occupation" and although she is 
going to .speak In French .'he as- 
mcd mc she would .speak very 
.~louly and di.-tindly "so that 
everyone will understand."

DATES COMMITTEE NOTICE 

Every campus organization, athletic or otherwise, must fill out 
duplicate application forms for the Dates Committee ot the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council, when planning any function open to 
students. These application forms are available In the office ot 
Mr. G. H. Fletcher, in the McGill Union. When filled out as 
required, they must be left In the Dates Committee's file, and 
will be reviewed every Wednesday. 

The Dates Committee of the Students' Executive Council has 
been given full power by the Council to ratify or reject any op- 
plicatlon "to hold any entertainment, or other social functions. In 
the Union or other University building." This Is being done as 
a service to the Students' Society, so as to avoid conflict of events 
planned for coincident dates. According to Article VH. 5, ot the 
Students' Society, Constitution, the power delegated by the Coun- 
cil to Its Dates Committee includes survey over functions classed 
as "House Dances" in the University Residences. 

The Committee may, by the Students' Society, Constitution, 
reject any application, or forward the same, "with its recommen- 
dations, to the Principal". This will be done through a four- 
member committee ot the McGill University Senate. 

It must be emphasized that when an organization plans to hold 
an event in the McGill Union, both the requirements ot the Union 
and of the Dates Committee must be met. In other words, no 
entry In the Dates Book of the Union can be ratified by the 
Union House Committee unless the okayed application form ot 
the Council's Dates Committee is presented at the Tuck Shop, 
The Council's Dates Committee docs not extend Its Jurisdiction to 
such minor functions as smalt club or executive luncheon meet- 
ings, nor (tor the time being) to any event not occurring after 
6 p.m. 

Scheduled events officially ratified by the Dates Committee 
will be published from time to time in a special "box" on page 
four of The McGill Daily. 

The printed application forms leave room for all communica- 
tions to the Committee concerning any particular function. ITils 
form includes the following Items: Date of application, date ol 
Function, ."rime, Place, Organlzotlon, President, Type of Function, 
Attendance expected, Remarks, and. Signature. 

Members of the Dates Committee ot present are: Merelic Cay- 
ford, president ot the Women's Union; Allan Knight, chairman of 
the Students' Athletics Council, and H. A. Richter, president of
